Garfield that as a lawyer he won most of his cases by 
the care with which he developed the statement of his 
facts. There is nothing stronger than a plain, simple, 
logical, well arranged statement of facts. It needs no 
exaggeration. How to make such a statement is 
worthy of any man’s careful thought.

We believe that the National Association of Type- 
writer Dealers is certain to develop into a useful organi- 
zation and that before long its work in this field will 
be regarded as indispensable.

Regional Plan Proving of Value. 


HEN the plan of regional districting was adopted 

by the National Association of Stationers, Office 
Outfitters and Manufacturers, there was no positive 
assurance that it would succeed, although the plan had 
been successfully used by other associations, notably by 
the International Stamp Manufacturers’ Association, 
which is closely akin to the stationers’ organization 
However, during the two years in which the plan has 
been in operation, it is becoming more and more evident 
that it is the right way to go about national association 
work. Qur country is large and the distances are great 
between some of the principal points. The expense of 
traveling to a national convention is a deterrent factor 
which keeps many stationers from attending, although 
they would find much enjoyment in the trip and discover 
no little profit in contact with fellow stationers from 
other sections of the country. 


Without having outgrown the convention system, we 
are nevertheless too large in area to attempt to make 
that system do for the needs of the entire trade. It 
is recalled that in very early Anglo-Saxon times the 
tribes held what was called the witenagemot, or meeting 
of the wise. This was a meeting of the elders of the 
clans, who convened once a year to make regulations for 
the government of the different branches of the tribe, to 
hear complaints and to adjust differences. Such a sys- 
tem was satisfactory until population increased to such 
a point that the meetings became unwieldly, when rep 
resentative government came into being. 

\e are faced with a not dissimilar situation and it is 
ulmirably solved, we believe, by the regional district 
plan, which offers not only the experience of the asso 
ciation as a whole through the visiting officers, but 
gathers together the trade in each district for discussion 
of their common problems. The papers read at these 
district meetings are of the highest practical value, and 
there is no doubt but that the regional meetings 
stimulate interest which no other system has bee! 
able to accomplish, and this without taking any 
thing away from the value of the national conver 
tions or the desirability of having as large and represet 
tative an attendance as possible.

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NAME DISPLAY KEY TO PROPERTY RIGHTS 


HAT old adage, which pro- 

claims the folly of hiding one’s 
light under a bushel, has a special 
application for merchandise mar- 
whose business prestige is 
visualized for the purchasing public 
in familiar and trusted trade names. 
It is, however, one thing to accept 
the theory that the most original and 
most appropriate name loses its ef 
fectiveness when not adequately dis- 
played, and another thing to sub- 
scribe to the doctrine in actual prac- 
tice. Several recent incidents, in- 
volving rights of possession in names 
whose ownership was in dispute, 
to emphasize the importance 
of name display as the solid footing 
of property rights.

ularly close to home for the office 
equipment community, involving as 
it did the use of a designation on 
stationery as the means of vindicat 
In this instance the 
caption in dispute was the catch line, 
“Safety First.”

First’ as the chief feature of a 
trade-mark for flour. The censors 
at Washington rejected the applica- 
tion on the ground that the phrase is 
the insignia of the National Council 
for Industrial Safety. The case was 
bitterly contested and was carried 
eventually to the Court of Appeals 
at Washington. 

The chief contention of the flour 
manufacturer was that the National 
Safety Council had not used or dis- 
played “Safety First” in a manner 
to warrant the grant of a federal 
franchise for monopoly.

In- 
deed, if nothing else were calculated 
to underscore the wisdom of name 
glorification in commerce, inspira- 
tion for display should come as a 
by-product of the latter-day ambi- 
tion to consolidate commercial gains 
by making the trade-mark and the 
corporation title one and the same. 

\ccording to the federal super- 
visors, the one main cause of name 
neglect is that so many business men 
confuse distinctive display of a name 
with conspicuous presentation of a 
name. The christener, who has 
missed the fine point of distinctive 
name display which the law pre- 
scribes, imagines that he has done 
all that could be asked when he 
blazons that name where he who 
runs may read. But he has made 
the one fatal mistake if he bestows 
all his attention on publicity. Insist 
ence and reiteration will avail him 
little, in building trade-mark rights, 
if he ignores the physical attributes 
of typography and_ embellish- 
ment and background which render 
a name display unique. Mere ad- 
vertising use never established any 
trade-mark rights that were bound 
to have recognition at Washington. 
[he name display which, in direct 
proportion to its distinguishing phy- 
sical attributes, is a key to property 
rights, is that display which is at- 
tained by writing, impressing or 
printing the name in particular or 
peculiar manner.

or display that is designed not solely 
for advertising environment, but to 
vivify the name as it appears on the 
LOK nds or goods container and cause 
it to live up to its identifying fune- 
tion. 

In order that it may be lastingly 
memorized and readily recognized 
by consumers it is desirable that 
every trade name be “dressed” im- 
pressively, even though the name be 
purely fanciful or arbitrary. In the 
case, however, of surnames there is 
especial incentive for display. Fed- 
eral law expressly prohibits the reg- 
istration of a designation that is 
merely a surname or corporate 
name, unless it be distinctively dis- 
played. This requirement for dis- 
tinctive display of a surname is de- 
signed to forestall confusion trade, 
while yet doing deference to the 
principle that every man has a right 
to conduct a business under his own 
name. 

Formerly it was common belief 
that there was only one way in 
which to “Coll up” an otherwise un- 
registrable irade name so as to 
make it registrable. This one de- 
pendable recipe called for hand let- 
tering, or some other expedient that 
would make the rendition of the 
name itself fantastic, bizarre or even 
freakish. For the individual whose 
arrangements are such that he can 
make use of his autograph signa- 
ture, all the difficulties of name dis- 
play disappear, because it is conced- 
ed by all official arbiters that an 
autograph signature is the unchal- 
lengable form of distinctive display. 
\Vhen that has not been available 
there remained, according to the 
older tradition, only the expedient 
of an execution of the name outside 
and beyond anything that an ordi- 
nary typesetter could accomplish,

latterly, it has been indicated that 
there is an alternative for this dis- 
tortion or embellishment of the 
name itself. It appears that name 
individualizers will be held to have 
accomplished the required purpose 
if, instead of resorting to odd or 
unusual lettering, they inscribe the 
name in a more or less conventional 
manner and attain the distinctive 
yoal by the supplementary designs 
devices which surround the 
name and which are so impressive in 
themselves that the name becomes 
feature of a composite 
rade-mark. This concession as to 
name display is so recent, and the 


and 
and 


but one 
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course is charted, as yet, by so few 
precedents that we cannot be sure 
just how tar one may safely go in 
depending upon surrounding “at- 
mosphere” to carry a name in mat- 
ter of fact attire. But it is settied 
that every trader has his choice of 
two formulae for making his name 
“stand apart.” 

Whichever route the name-empha- 
sizer may take he is bound to be 
plagued sooner or later with the 
question of how he can be sure that 
the trick has been done—the name 
rendered “‘distinctive.”” When asked 
how one may tell when name display 
is distinctive, the government cen- 
sors at Washington prescribe a sim- 
ple test. Their rule is that the dis- 
play must be so impressive that a 
person seeing it for the first time 
will naturally and instinctively be 
more impressed by the display than 
by the name. They illustrate their 
point with an autograph signature, 
pointing out the penmanship of the 
average citizen, when he signs his 
own cognomen, is almost certain to 
present characteristics that so tar 
outweigh the mere name that the 
name thus expressed or modified 
amounts to an arbitrary name. 

As indicative of name renderings 
that do not suffice as distinctive in 
exacting official eyes, there may be 
cited the name printed in letters of 
different size so that the outline has 
the shape of an ellipse. So, too, 
names printed in ordinary type on 
curved lines have been held to have 
no claims to distinctive display. 
Even a plain border will not make 
a name in block type into a display. 
Many disappointments have been 
occasioned because the trade-mark 
examiners at the U. S. Patent Office 
have refused to accept as distine-

tively displayed names written in 
what these censors characterize as 
“ordinary script.” They even went 
so tar on one occasion as to reject, 
as belonging to the class of scorned 
script, a written name that its spon- 
sors claimed was the “emphasized 
signature” of the president of their 
corporation. 

A literal example of the fact that 
background may render a name dis- 
tinctive in display was afforded a 
few months ago when the Appeals 
Court at Washington, which is 
specially delegated to pass upon such 
knotty points, ruled that the name 
“Tech” printed in white script let- 
ters on a plaid background is not 
merely the name of a corporation. 
The day was saved for the cause of 
name display by the fact that the 
plaid background is a substantial 
part of the design. The highest ju- 
diciai authority agreed with the 
Commissioner of Patents that under 
circumstances such as these the 
background is an important and ma- 
terial part of a name plate and is 
quite capable of giving a name a 
significance and association that it 
would not have if standing alone. 

The only demand that Uncle Sam 
makes upon the surname or corpo- 
rate name printed in a particular or 
distinctive manner is that the back- 
ground or stage setting summoned 
to fortify a name shall be a bona 
fide and substantial part of the 
trade-mark layout of design and not 
a mere device or contrivance to 
evade the law and secure the regis- 
tration of a non-registrable name. 
Nor, as the Court of Appeals has 
recently pointed out on several nota- 
ble occasions, may daring in name 
display be made the pretext for in- 
vasion by a newcomer of a name

corporation has no right to the ex- 
clusive appropriation of a name to 
which others have a common right 
of use as a surname or corporate 
title, the later competitor is always 
required to take reasonable precau 
tions to prevent confusion in track 
Latest of all the developments 
that clarify the situation with r:

not only the trade papers to look to, 
but if he is an up-to-date man, he 
has his association bulletins at hand 
and is in direct touch with local and 
national organizations.

We 
think of it as something new that 
the psychologists have dug up, but 
it isn’t new. It is simply a new 
name for an old complaint. For 
century after century merchants suf- 
fered from this inferiority complex. 
Back in the feudal days the lowest 
step on the human ladder was the 
serf or villein, and but a little higher 
was the trader in the market place. 
Being looked down upon by many 
and looked up to by few and finding 
it impossible to advance in the so- 
cial scale, the merchant devoted him- 
self by any and every means to get- 
ting rich, for with riches would come 
a certain power, since the nobles 
were always borrowing and were 
forever impecunious. Shylock is 
perhaps a fair type of the composite 
merchant of the Middle Ages, except 
that Shylock was probably more 
honest and not less cruel than the av- 
erage of his time. Amid such sur- 
roundings we could hardly look for 
high ideals or notions of altruism, 
but even in those days the guilds 
were powerful and enforced rigid 
rules of conduct as between mem- 
bers. Not only did they enforce 
such rules, but they established stan- 
dards, and that is what association 
work will do for us, has done for us, 
indeed in this country. It will serve 
to codify in the minds of members 
of this trade certain rules of conduct 
which must not be disobeyed and it 
will establish standards of merchan- 
dising without which trade will fall 
into disrepute and become a prey to 
the unfortunate and destructive 
spirit of a past generation. 


Great Work of the Association 


“In my opinion the greatest work 
of an association is that which can 
not be expressed in money, but 
which none the less results in money. 
\ contract or agreement in law can- 
not come about until there is a 
‘meeting of minds.’ There must be 
two or more parties who must agree 
to the terms before there can be any 
contract. In associations the mem- 
bers do not contract with one an- 
other to sell at certain prices, nor 
is there any understanding among 
them to do so. Except in local 
communities, such contracts would 
be impracticable if they were not, 
as they are, illegal. Only in general 
figures could a national association 
suggest a scale of prices and then 
not with the idea that they would or 
could be generally adopted. As we 
all know, our National Association 
has discontinued even its suggested 
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prices, which were intended as a 
part of its educational campaign 
and were never meant for specific 
adoption throughout the country. 
The publication of these lists was 
discontinued for fear they might be 
construed as part of some alleged 
conspiracy which has never existed 
except in clever legal minds adept 
in the presentation of facts in such 
sequence as to make them appear to 
mean something sinister. 

“Men in the same lines who asso- 
ciate together can pretty safely as- 
sume that each will get a fair price 
for what he sells and that the na- 
tural laws of gain and loss will take 
care to eliminate the one who sells 
below the safe minimum. We can 
also accept it is a principle that ex- 
cessive prices will result in increased 
competition, so nobody can afford to 
go to either extreme. Business men 
—particularly dealers, sense this 
principle, even if they have never 
read a line of political economy. In 
business as in Nature, opposing 
forces balance in the long run. 

“Once upon a time our trade was 
in a sad way. We need only com- 
pare the past of twenty or more 


years ago with the present to realize 
that we have gone a long way for- 
ward. Once the price cutter and 
the unfair dealer were serious men- 
aces. Now they are annoyances— 
nothing more. 

“Getting down to the palpable 
dollars and cents things which the 
National Association has done, we 
come first to the work of the Na- 
tional Catalogue Commission, which 
was continued for some time after 
the appointment of a general man- 
ager and the establishment of the 
Chicago offices. The suggested price 
list compiled by the commission and 
revised from time to time by the 
office of the general manager was 
truly educational and gave many 
stationers an appreciation of funda- 
mentals of cost and selling price. 
This list, discontinued now upon ad- 
vice of counsel, is superseded by 
other work, such as studies of the 
elements which constitute cost of 
doing business reduced to percent- 
ages so as to be easily applied by the 
dealer to his own conditions ; studies 
of freight and transportation ; ideas 
as to promoting economies in the 
store; sales helps and suggestions ; 


a store of information on window 
display and advertising; the Na- 
tional Index, presenting catalogues 
of practically all the manufacturers, 
so compactly done that each uses sel- 
dom more than one sheet, and all 
gotten together in one loose leaf 
book, with other valuable informa- 
tion, all indexed and classified for 
instant reference—a bovuk containing 
in convenient form more practical 
information for the dealer than has 
ever been compiled before, and given 
free to members as a part of the 
work of the Association for them. 

“The National Association has 
ironed out differences between the 
several divisions of the trade, pro- 
moting harmony and finding the 
way to better methods. 

“The association cannot function 
for the man who won't use it. The 
grouch, the growler and the sore- 
head will find little there or any- 
where else. But the man who is 
willing to ask questions and perhaps 
help along by leaving a few ideas of 
his own on the better way of doing 
things will find the National Associ- 
ation a mine of knowledge and a 
fountain of inspiration.” 


FOREIGN CREDIT INSURANCE

Favor subject in the June issue of Office Appliances, I 
would like to express my viewpoints. 

It is true, in export trade, one must keep an eye on prob- 
able losses—provided he grants unsecured credits. 

It is true that the question of foreign credits “requires 
a very peculiar study.” Any manufacturer, wishing to estab- 
lish a credit department on that line, will become well in- 
formed as to the peculiarities. 

As to the co-operative action which could be brought 
about, suggested by me, I wish to state I believe there are 
no more difficulties before the headquarters of such a co- 
operative organization in meeting all emergencies and re- 
quirements than for any insurance organization to do so. 

As to co-operating members learning names of articles 
of foreign firms trading with co-operative members, I have 
not for a moment considered that any co-operating member 
would become a “star boarder” or favored interest. 

As to foreign credit insurance being handled as a spe- 
cial line by an insurance company, I have not even con- 
sidered insurance companies in my suggestion, although I 
have had experience with them. 

Insurance in all lines is insurance to the extent to which 
it insures the insured—not otherwise. 

Certainly, I should not seek to secure credit insurance on 
old accounts or “dead” accounts—only upon impending 
dealings against approaching deliveries. 

Neither have I considered making a foreign credit insur- 
ance organization a collection agency for the co-operators 


otherwise, normally are collected through 
nels—foreign credit underwriters generally understand this 
is the procedure followed. 

The details of what each foreign importing concern might 
require; the separate conditions of shipment connected with 
each dealer; the nature of goods being shipped; the amount 
to be insured; and all the other machinery referred to would 
be properly a matter for consideration by those furnishing 
the foreign credit insurance at the time of issuance of in 
surance, each case separately considered on its merits. 

It is really not a clouded issue, as insurances of different 
forms are easily obtainable quite generally. The details con- 
nected with insurances are normally considered and all de- 
tails absorbed by the underwriters. Were it necessary for 
each one purchasing insurance to know the inside details 
controlling the underwriters in their determinations and de 
cisions regarding proper insurances to grant, I am fearful 
most of us would be in about the state of mind of the child

Such figures tell a dreadful tale. Wages are about sev- 
enty per cent above what they were in 1913. How can Lan- 
cashire compete with the cheap labour of the East, where 
were once the principal markets for Lancashire’s immense 
output of cheap goods? In 1913 we exported 1,231 million 
yards of cotton cloth; in 1925 no more than 651 million 
square yards. Yards as compared with square yards, so 
the drop is not so big as it seems to be at first sight, but 
is still appalling. Our cotton exports are somewhere about 
sixty per cent lower now than they were before the war. 
Our markets in the East are vastly diminished, due to vari- 
ous causes, and are not likely to recover greatly, ever. In 
1913 India took from us 468 million yards of cotton piece 
goods, and in 1925 only 151 million square yards. What is 
the remedy for this disastrous state of affairs? W hat- 
ever it may be, it is not to increase our output! Yet, this 
is being put forward by a lot of unthinkers as THE only 
remedy Sir Leo Chiozza Money, who is a thinker, puts 
forward as the only chance for us “a general economic re- 
vival throughout the world,” but does not tell us how we 
are to avail ourselves of it if and when it comes along un- 
less we can reduce our costs of production so as to enable 
us to cope with our keen competitors with some chance 
of beating them. So you will see—and many more facts 
could be given—that we are sternly up against it, that we 
have in view no new and efficacious business and commer- 
cial policy, that we are drifting, that with these increasingly 
bad times labour and other troubles are far from likely to 
decrease—and that therefore the outlook for office appli- 
ance goods from you is not rosy in this country—for it is, 
as I need scarcely say, entirely dependent upon the general 
conditions of all other trades. You will know more about 
all this by the time you are reading what I have written; 
the coal strike will be settled most likely within the next 
few days, but the coal trade troubles will NOT be settled. 
We, or rather our politicians, are much too fond of tem- 
porising and putting off the most evil day. It is most dis- 
tasteful to me to say what I have said; but I think it is 
my first duty to Office Appliances and to its readers to be 
frank. It is bad to cry sweet-smelling fish,when in reality 
it stinks! I do believe this country will get through; but 
I do also believe that it has even more evil times to face yet 
and that a drastic reorganization of our whole manufac- 
turing, trading and exporting fabric is the only real rem 
edy. That takes big men and big minds to carry through; 
it is not easy for the few who can see to lead the multi- 
tudes of the blind; and anyway such a reorganization can- 
not be carried out in a day or two. So my advice to Ameri- 
cans who are dealing, or who wish to deal, with this market 
is—Go slow; do not plunge; feel your way, and—be 
canny!”

Dictaphone Banquet 

\ Dictaphone banquet was given at the Hotel Russell, 
London, on May 19, by Mr. Thomas Dixon, managing di- 
rector of the Dictaphone Company, to celebrate the win- 
ning of the Overseas Challenge Cup in a sales-contest be- 
tween London and New York. Among those present were 
Mr. C. K. Woodbridge, chairman of the Dictaphone Cor- 
poration of New York; Mr. H. R. Swartz, a director of 
the Corporation; Mr. Will and Mr. James H. Dixon, direc- 
tors of the Dictaphone Company. The following extracts 
from some of the excellent speeches delivered on this oc- 
casion will be read with interest not only by friends of the 
Dictaphone but by all who are concerned with the office 
appliances trade here. 


The Chairman said: “the Dictaphone was going to get 
a great amount of prestige from the international contest 
through which they had passed. Mr. Woodbridge was 
bound up heart and soul with the Dictaphone, and although 
he was president of the Advertising Clubs of the World 
and naturally took the deepest interest in publicity matters, 
his real purpose in coming to England was to bring over 
the Silver Challenge Cup which they had won in the Inter- 
national Sales Contest. Mr. Woodbridge persuaded him 
almost against his wishes to allow that contest to take place. 
At first he thought the conditions were so different, but 
Mr. Woodbridge insisted that there was nothing finer or 
more calculated to create the right spirit in business than 
a contest. To prove his enthusiasm Mr. Woodbridge of- 
fered to give a silver cup in a contest between London and 
New York based on sales. Now that the London office 
of The Dictaphone Co. Ltd., had won that cup they meant 
to keep it; it would always be an inspiration to them. 

Mr. Woodbridge drew attention to the fact that the chair- 
man had said some very kind things about his services to 
the Dictaphone organization and his association with the 
Advertising Clubs, but the best thing he had said was that 
when he first made his acquaintance he took him at face 
value and did not find him wanting. That pleased him 
more than anything he could have said. Long years ago 
he was taught that if he could serve others he would profit 
thereby, and so long as he could remember it was the 
teaching of his good father and mother that if he could lend 
a helping hand along life’s way that was the thing to do. 
Back of his mind there was no such thought that in service 
to others he might promote his own personal interests, 
but rather that in serving others he would gain out of that 
service a full understanding of what real living meant, and 
he could honestly say that he had found no lack of delight 
in doing things for others. If it were not that they had 
such men as Mr. Swartz, his fellow directors, and the loyal 
body of enthusiastic men and women who made up the 
Dictaphone Corporation, he could not have stood up under 
the trials and difficulties with which they had been faced. 
It would be remiss on his part if he did not say that it had 
not been his work that had made the Dictaphone Corpora- 
tion so successful as it had turned out to be; it was the 
individual effort of 600 people on the other side of the 
water who loved this sort of business. Reference had 
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been made to the success of the Dictaphone Corporation 
during the past three years, but in the current year they 
had already a 34 per cent increase in the volume of their 
total sales. Objections had been raised to the use of the 
Dictaphone in America, Great Britain, Holland, Denmark, 
France, Germany, but they were the same objections in 
every country. But Dictaphone representatives in every 
country were gradually winning business people to a belief 
in the Dictaphone as an asset to men and women. It might 
interest them to know that since Mr. Swartz and he had 
been on this side of the water negotiations had been prac- 
tically completed whereby the Dictaphone Corporation not 
only owned its machinery, not only owned its Trade Marks 
and Patents, not only owned all its equipment, but it would 
shortly own its own factory. 

With regard to the sales contest that had taken place 
between London and New York he could only say that it 
was a most unusual thing for Cups to be brought back to 
England. (Applause). When he started from New York 
with that Challenge Cup which had been won by London 
in the contest with New York those who saw him leave the 
building said, “You will bring it back with you because we 
will not permit London to have that Cup; they can’t win 
a Contest and keep the Cup from us.” When he came here 
and found the joy that was in the hearts of the London 
Organization because of the winning of that Cup he just 
concluded in his mind that they ought to have that Cup. 
(Applause) He did not know that anything had ever given 
him such a thrill as to take on board a Transatlantic liner a 
Silver Cup won by an organization of good fellows who 
were willing to compete with another organization of good 
fellows who had in their hearts the same objective, that was 
to make an individual success of the thing they were per- 
sonally doing, and by working shoulder to shoulder with 
each other to make a success of the business in which they 
were so much interested. So it gave him great pleasure t 
present the Cup to the London organization which bore the 
inscription: “The Dictaphone (Reg. U. S. Pat. Office) ‘Over- 
seas’ Challenge Cup. Won by The Dictaphone Co. Ltd., 
London.” 

The International Challenge Cup was filled with the best 
wine and everybody present drank from it, pledging them- 
selves to work harder for the Dictaphone than ever they 
had done before. 

Mr. Swartz said the way to get on in business was to rub 
shoulders with men who did things. 

The Chairman offered a shield in the next sales contest 
between London and New York. 

Mr. James H. Dixon, representing the provincial branches 
of The Dictaphone Company, suggested a Contest between 
provincial branches in this country and provincial branches 
in America of equivalent size. He was prepared to offer 
a Silk Banner in such a competition with the proviso that 
America would do likewise. The same conditions would 
operate as in the previous contest. 

Mr. Woodbridge accepted the challenge regarding future 
contests. Their sales staff in America had adopted as their 
programme of work (1) where is the business (2) where 
is it from (3) when am I going to get it. In salesmanship 
they had got to decide how to get in, how to rivet the pros- 
pects attention and how to find a point of contact. When 
they came to the brass tacks of selling they would find that 
people bought Dictaphones for gain, they bought them for 
pride of possession, they bought them because of their cau- 
tion lest someone else would get them, probably a com- 
petitor, they bought them for pleasure and because of their 
utility. It was the salesman’s job to find out the best 
method of appeal along these lines. He was afraid they 
spent too much time in generalities and too little time de- 
veloping within themselves the first principles of selling. 
Where a man’s heart was there was his treasure also. If 
they could get their hearts into their business as they had 
set out to do it would not only prove profitable to them 
but would be a joy for ever. He accepted their challenge. 
He did not think when he brought that Cup over that he 
would carry back with him a challenge from London. He 
did it for one reason because it supplied just that incentive 
to bring the best out of all of them.

We have been devoting our advertising space to an Educational Cam- 
paign for the benefit of the users of our goods and the following 
suggestions in regard to Typewriter Ribbons should prove very 
helpful. We put this in the form of ‘““DON’TS” for ribbon users. 


Don’ts For Ribbon Users

DON’T —Use a ribbon continually on one track’ 
all ribbons are to be turned at least once a 
week, Monday mornings, to insure a longer, 
more even and better service. 


DON’T—Continue to use a ribbon if it is striking 
too near the edge, report same immediately, 
as type is out of alignment. 


DON’T—Continue to use a ribbon if it “‘sticks” 
and then “‘jumps”’ as it will cut holes in it in 
spots and cause uneven work, report same 
immediately. 

DON’T—Use your ‘‘comma,”’ “‘period”’ and par- 
ticularly your “‘underscore’’ with a vengeance 
as they are, as arule, very sharp and bound 
to cut. If too sharp have them filed down. 

DON’T—Use “hard roller’’ unless absolutely 
necessary. 

DON’T —Use alcohol to clean a roller, as it wil! 
harden the roller, use a clean cloth only, and 
in using alcohol to clean the type, dry same 
before using, as alcohol on a ribbon will cause 
uneven work. 


DON’T—On starting to use a ribbon reverse it 


to either end, always start on a ribbon where 
you previously left off, let a ribbon do its own 
winding and re-win‘ing. 

DON’T—Use heavily inked ribbons on Elite 
Type. Ribbons are made special for small 
type machines. 

DON’T—Expect to get as much wear from a two 
color ribbon as you do from a one color rib- 
bon, figure the wear about one-half unless 
both colors are used the same. 

DON’T—Use ribbons too lightly inked as you 
sacrifice wear in doing so. 

DON’T—Expect a ribbon to give the same wear 
when used for manifolding, as one used for 
one or two copies. 

DON’T—Fail to use proper width ribbon, never 
use a 7-16 inch width for 1-2 inch machine or 
vice versa. 

DON’T—Fail to clean the type on the machine 
before putting on a new ribbon. 

DON’T—Condemn a ribbon and look elsewhere 
for your goods before first giving us a chance 
to adjust your complaint.

“Settlement by Stipulation” Saves Money. 

W. E. Humphrey, of the Federal Trade Commission, ad 
dressed the convention of the National Knitted Outerwear 
Association at Milwaukee in June. He said that the new 
: stipulation” procedure in unfair trade prac 
tice cases has already saved the American taxpayer approx 
imately $700,000, at the same time affording the publi 
five times as much protection as under the former system 


Mr. Humphrey based his estimate on an average cost 


$2,500 for each trial of complaints. The stipulation method 
pern . es r the board belie ves he ts violating 
the law, to sign an agreement without trial, that he will 
qu tice with the condition that if he fails to kee] 
it, the stipulation will be used against him This, Mr 
Humphri declared, accomplishes the aim of the com 
mission created to act only “in the interest of the public.” 


The commissioner also gave a new creed which, he said, 


represented the faith of the majority of the commission. 


The creed concludes “We believe ninety per cent of 
American business 1s honest and is anxious to obey the 
law. We want to help this ninety per cent. We want to 
control or destroy the ten per cent that is crooked. I: 
this e1 ve wa your help. We hope to deserve it.” 


Opposition to the new procedure comes from “the vocal 
and beatit fringe, the pink edges that border both of the 
two old parties,” Mr. Humphrey asserted. “It comes from

lishments are identical with the government. But this is 
not so. The state establishments resulting from thos: 
seized ancient private firms have their own liability, all 
accounts must be settled by themselves, without any obli 
gation on the part of the government. They have their 
own capital and if the capital is lost, all is lost, like a 
private undertaking. This means, that trading with Rus 
sia is quite a different task than trading with any other 
country in the world. Conditions of one-fourth of th: 
amount of invoice with order and the remainder to be pa 
against shipping documents, are not possible to be car 
ried through, as there is no possibility to collect the amount 
by presenting the shipping documents. All payments t 
made to foreign firms can only be made under control 
the government officials Any single undertaking has 
possibility of transfering Russian value into foreign value 
to pay forign bills. Those payments are only possible 
the individual undertaking possesses foreign accounts 
pay foreign-bought goods It is the greatest aim of the 
Russian Government, in order that imports shall not exceed 
exports, to have all foreign bills paid by the credits 
sulting from exports If this is not possible, there is 
scarcely any chance for any Russian undertaking to mak 
payments to foreign houses for goods bought. Only t 
Russian government arranging for credits with foreig 
bankers, etc., would be in a position to effect payments 


yond the difference of imported and exported goods 


these credits are alwavs arranged in view of the 
Russian exports, or otherwise, and therefore foreign cred 
its resulting from Russian exports are controlled by 
government and in the first case kept to its disposal. Mixed 
companies or state establishments licensed to trade wit] 
foreign houses must have their own means or bankers 
credit abroad to effect payments, otherwise it appears i1 
possible to regulate the accounts they run with fore 
houses. 

Thus it is quite clear, that the typewriter business 
the first instance will chiefly be possible by orders receive 
from the Russian Government, or if the Russian Gover:

Bank Report on Typewriters in France. 

The Bankers Trust Company, New York, N. Y., has published 
a report on the typewriter situation in France Thousands of 
typewriters and adding machines are used in France, but with 
the exception of two or three concerns, French industry has 
not been developed along this line 


As regards such machine France is almost entirely depend 
ent on foreign industry From 1910 to 1919 imports rose fron 
50.000 units to over 850,000, after which their number fell to 
less than 350,000 units This was partly due to the liquidation 
of the United States Army stocks, when thousands of type 


writers were thrown on the market, but principally to the gen 
eral economic crisis. Since 1921 imports of this kind have 
shown a slight increase trom year to year, rising from 200,000 
units to 250,000 in 1925 

The same remark may be made concerning fountain pens 
which are practically all imported from foreign countries, the 
lowest figure since 1910 being somewhat inferior to 1,000 quintals 
in 1915, while the highest was reached in 1919 with nearly 7,500 
quintals, after which the figures fell to a little over 3,000 quir 
tals in 1921 and then yearly showed a slow increase till in 1925 
it was slightly superior to 6,000 tons 

As regurds exports from France, those of typewriters show 
insignificunt figures, the highest having been about 50,000 units 
in 1923, while exports of fountain pens which in 1910 aggre 
gated 500 quintals were over 2,000 quintals in 1920 and 1,500

No statistics are available regarding the origin or extent of 
Bahia’s imports of typewriters, but it may be said that Ameri 
can machines dominate the market, despite the fact that only 
three American makes are on sale there, as opposed to seven 
German, one French and one Italian. 

Two American machines have the lead, which is challenged 
by only one foreign machine, the German ‘“‘Continental.’” Other 
German typewriters on sale in Bahia are the ‘Torpedo,’ 
“Urania,” ‘‘Perkeo,” “A. E. G.,” “Ideal” and “Erika."” The 
price range of German machines is from 750 to 2,100 milreis 
{average exchange rate for 1925 is $01220 United States cur 
rency } Intermediate prices are 800 milreis, 1,100 milreis and 
1,200 milreis 

American machines have slightly higher price range, run-— 
ning from 800 to 2,300 milreis, with intermediate prices at 900 
1,200 and 1,300 milreis 

One French machine, the “‘Japy.”’ and one Italian machine 
the “Olivett are also represented in Bahia, but have a small 
sale 

The most popular machines in these parts are those which 
have a ten to twelve-inch roll, which write from eighty to 130 
letters to the line American machines of this size sell from 
1.200 and 1,300 milreis at retail, while German machines sell for 
1,100 and 1,200 milreis Portuguese characters on the keyboard 
are essential, of course 

There are only two typewriting schools in Bahia, both of 
which are operated under the names of American machines 
There are very few stenographers in Bahia 

Typewriters are imported directly, except the ‘Cor 
which is imported from Rio de Janeiro

The non-American machines were practically all French, as 
the only British machine offered here is little used, and German 
nanufacturers have been unable to recover their pre-war share 
f the business because of high protection costs and the quad 
ruple French customs duties Retail prices of standard Ameri 
can typewriters are about the same in dollar values as in 1914 
being equivalent to prices in the United States, plus shipping 


and customs charges, or a total of $120 to $125 for the average 
machine However, the present exchange of 27.30 francs pet 
dollar makes these machines retail at 3,000 to 3,500 francs, a 
price which has been reached by frequent increases during the 
past year, which began with frances at nineteen to the dollar

New French Law May Increase Typewriter Sales. 


From a Report to the United States Department 
of Commerce by Damon C. Woods, Consul, Paris. 
February 8, 1926, a law was passed by tl French parliame 
which should increase materially the sales of typewriters 
that countrys ind its dependencies This law authorizes 
typing of all notarial documents, such as wills, deeds, powse 
of attorney, et which heretofore have had to be draw 
laboriously in longhand Notaries and lawyers, who in the 
have had little need for typewriters, should now become 
good prospects for American exporters of these machines

Vice Consul Raymond Phelan, Guadeloupe, French West I 
dies, reports that this new law was promulgated in Guadelou 
March 25, 1926 He believes that a more extensive use of ty 
writers will develop hereafter in that colony and advises Am« 
ican typewriter manufacturers to communicate promptly W 
their agents in Guadeloupe instructing them immediate 
uncertake a sales campaign based on this law
